CoinmoQ salt is a compound of chlo- 


rine and sodium, the first being a gas 
and the latter a metal. 
From sodium 


is derived soda by a union with oxygen, 
and soda is usually met: with in the 
shape of sulphuric, .carbonate, or bi- 
carbonate. Nearly all plants contain 
more or less soda, though it does not 
supply the place of potash lo any ex- 
tent. 
Common salt, therefore, supplies 


soda to all plants with whbh it may 
come in contact, and i he chlorine is a 
very useful substance in the soil, it 
also yields up thai element. 
It is a 


very diflicull matter to separate the 
two which are. so tirrnly b;>nud together 
in the salt: still, there 'is no doubl that 
salt undergoes disiutniraiinu in the soil. 
But before this takes pliwe it lirst per- 
forms several (iiuiiN as «:»lt. and experi- 
ments have proved vhis substance to be 
very important lo the farmers,

German ehem -t, used the solutions of 
stilt in.ordor toilet its effect on differ- 
ent p'tonls, and fomid that from1 throe 
to twelve grains in a pint of water pro- 
duced uo ert'ect on cabbage.*, bcaus, 
onions, lentils and thistles, but a solu- 
tion of double strength instantly killed 
the sweet vernal gra^. 
A solution of 


twenty-four grains to the pint gave a 
fresher appearance to cabbage.s, radish- 
es and lentils, thu 1«| lei- especially be- 
ing highly benefited, but a solution of 
forty-cigntgrains exercised' .1 prejudicial 
effect on lentils, while i( did no injury 
to the other plants. 
Krom these exper- 


iments it appears that it is useless to 
apply more than the quantity actually 
required, and that fertilisers' will give 
excellent results when used in proper 
proportions, but arc sometimes injuri- 
ous in large quantities. The plants 
mostly benefited by salt are cabbages, 
celery, asparagus, onions, radishes and 
tomatoes. 
Grasses arc affected more 


readily by salt than other crops, and it 
ia of especial advantage to bulbous 
ilnuts aud plants with succulent leaves. 
lalt is taken tip into the. body of plants 
without decomposition to a limited de- 
gree. Sown on soils it renders them 
more friable, as it possesses the prop- 
erty 
of 
attracting moisture 
from 


the atmosphere.

the National I'artwr slates that "this 
property has been significantly utilized 
in the growth of turnips, beets and other 
root crops in dry seasons. 
Application 


of ten bushels to the acre on young 
beets that were languishing for moisture 
had an astoiiishjng effect in Hie vigorous 
growth at once imparted to the young 
plants, aud increased the, crop to the ex- 
tent of u'vo tons per acre above that pro- 
duced in the same Held which was 
treated in the same way, but omitting 
salt. Even ou the following wheat field 
the salted portion was clearly defined, 
as the wheat on that portion stood bet- 
ter, gave a heavier crop and was supe- 
rior in every respect. 
When salt is 


mixed with moist oiirlh and lime a con- 
siderable quantity of curboiuitc of soda 
and chloride of calcium is produced, the 
chlorine of a part of the salt uniting 
with the lime, while carbonic acid sup- 
plies its place, forming carbonate oil 
soda. 
This, having llic property ot 


combining with silica and rendering it 
soluble, is of great bcnclii to plants, and 
if it is thus able to assist plants in ap- 
propriating silica, which is a very insol- 
uble substance under certain conditions, 
it no doubt, possesses other chemical 
properties which are as desirable in the 
soil as the aclual benelit derived by the 
plants directly from the salt. — P/iiinrtcl-

A FATAL, ACCIDENT. 


DEATH OF A WABASH BRAKEMAN AT ST 


MART'S HOSPITAL IIAST NIOHT. 


Edward Evans, in the 20th year of his 


age, died at St Marys hospital in this 
city last night at 12 o'clock. The de 
ceased was a brakeman on the Wabash 
road, and was engaged in that capacity 
on a freight train on the St. Louis Divi 
sion in charge of Conductor Thomas 3 
Landis. The train left Boody last eve- 
ning for Decatnr, and while it wa

accident occurred which resulted in the 
death ot Evans.

Chenoweth, who did everything 
possible to save the young man's life, bui 
without success.
